U.S. EXPORT SALES 


U.S. EXPORT SALES of wheat, corn, grain sorghum and soybeans remain 
well above last season's level. The following table compares accumulated 
exports and outstanding sales for similar periods in the 1986/87 and the 
1987/88 marketing years as reported under FAS's Export Sales Reporting 
Program. Data for 1986/87 are as of Jan. 1, 1987, while data for 1987/88 are 
as of Dec. 31, 1987. Accumulated exports are commodities which have been sold 
and exported. Outstanding sales are commodities which have been sold but not 
yet exported. Data are measured in thousand units (metric tons/bales).

FRUITS 


SOUTHERN HEMISPHERE Deciduous Fruit and Grape Production Continues To 
Expand. Production of deciduous fruits and table grapes in the Southern 
Hemisphere is expected to total a record 4,800,100 tons in 1988, surpassing 
last season's previous high by 2 percent. Overall, crop volumes are forecast 
at bumper levels due to excellent growing conditions and the continuing 
upsurge in plantings and newly bearing trees. Possible exceptions are the 
"off-year" crops of apples and pears in Argentina and Australia, and the 
weather-reduced apricot harvests in Chile and New Zealand. The main impetus 
behind the on-going expansion in the Southern Hemisphere is the perennial 
production gains in Chile (primarily apples and table grapes). However, 
planted area data for New Zealand and South Africa indicate apples and 
nectarines also will exhibit steady growth patterns over the next several] 
years.

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Output of Processing Tomatoes in SELECTED COUNTRIES Up Slightly in 
1987. Total output of tomatoes for processing for the 11 countries covered b 
this survey is estimated at 14.7 million tons, up slightly from 1986, but wel 
below the peak of 19 million tons reached in 1984, Estimates of area indicate 


that in 1987, total area for the surveyed countries was down about 2 percent 
from that of 1986. 


In the United States, area devoted to processing tomatoes was up 2 
percent from 1986. Some improvement in yield occurred, resulting in a crop of 
6.9 million tons, 3 percent larger than in 1986. In California, an increase 
in harvested area (up nearly 2 percent), plus better yields, pushed production 
in that state to 6.1 million tons, 3 percent above 1986. Contracted area in 
Canada was up about 1 percent resulting in a higher estimate for that 
country's crop. Mexico's 1987 harvest was up 28 percent as a result of 
increased area and higher yields. 


Production of processing tomatoes in the European Community (EC) is 
estimated to show another decline in 1987 following last year's 20 percent 
decline. Production in Italy, the largest EC producer, is estimated at 3.2 
million tons, slightly below the 1986 level. Area planted was down as growers 
shifted to other more profitable crops. Greece, the second leading EC 
producer, is estimated to have harvested 1.2 million tons in 1987, about the 
Same as in 1986; however, actual processing was up because a smaller quantity 
was withdrawn from the market to Support prices. 


Spain's production of tomatoes for processing in 1987 is estimated at 
761,000 tons, well above 1986. Area planted was up and supplies of irrigation 
water were better than in 1986. Portugal's 1987 harvest of 430,000 tons is 
estimated down by more than 20 percent as area declined and unfavorable 
weather hurt production. French output is estimated at 235,000 tons, slightly 
below 1986 due to a reduction in planted area.

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In Israel, the tomatoes for processing crop was 175,000 tons, down 
from 1986 and the fourth consecutive decline. Growers claim that alternative 
crops offer better returns. In Turkey, 1987 output totaled 800,000 tons, 
about 14 percent above 1986. Output in 1986 was reduced as the industry 
attempted to reduce burdensome carry-over stocks of products. 


Taiwan's 1987 processing tomatoes production was hurt by a typhoon 
that destroyed large areas of newly planted seedlings. Some areas were 
replanted but harvested area was still down sharply. Based on estimated lower 
ae production in 1987 is estimated at 278,000 tons, a sharp decline from

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BRAZIL'S Orange Crop Reduced. Orange production for 1987/88 in Sao 
Paolo, which accounts for 80 percent of total Brazilian orange production, is 
estimated at 220 million boxes (40.7 kilogram), unchanged from 1986/87, 
according to the U.S. agricultural officer in Sao Paulo. The new figure is 
down 10 million boxes from the November estimate of 230 million boxes (WR 
46-87). Dry weather in July-October reduced yields more than expected. 
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U.S. Planting Seed Exports for November 1987 Reach Monthly High. 
U.S. planting seed exports for November 1987 set a record at $50 million. The 
previous high was $37.5 million set in 1986. Exports during the first four 
months of the 1987/88 market year were down 10 percent from the previous 
year. However, the November surge turned the situation around so that after 5 
months into the marketing year, total exports were 2 percent above the same 
period last year at $138.3 million. Forage and turf seed exports through 
November were 15 percent below a year earlier and are expected to continue 
behind last year due to the effects of the Conservation Reserve Program. 
Mexico was the number one market with purchases valued at $26.2 million, 26 
percent more than the same ae last year. Japan was second at $18.1 


million (also up 26 percent) followed closely by Italy at $18 million (up 65 
percent). 


SUGAR 


EUROPEAN COMMUNITY Sugar Forecasts Raised. Sugar production in 
Denmark for the 1987 season totaled 428,000 tons (raw value), up 16 percent 
from the previous forecast but down 21 percent from last year, according to 
the U.S. agricultural counselor in Copenhagen. The 1987 output was 7 percent 
below the EC target of 462,000 tons. A decline of 2,000 hectares in area and 
cold, wet weather during the growing season reducing the sugar content of the 
beets were major reasons given for the lower 1987 production. 


Sugar production in Italy has been revised upward by 75,000 tons to 
1.725 million tons, according to the U.S. agricultural counselor in Rome. The 
new estimate, which equals last year's bumper harvest, is based on higher 
Sugar content of beets. 


Sugar production in West Germany is estimated at 2.95 million tons 
(raw value), 2 percent more than previously forecast but 15 percent less than 
last year's outturn of nearly 3.5 million tons, according to the U.S. 
agricultural counselor in Bonn. In contrast to the exceptional year in 1986 
when sugar content of the beets averaged 17.9 percent, this year's crop 
averaged only 16.3 percent. 


Sugar production from the 1987/88 harvest in the United Kingdom has 
been increased to 1.3 million tons (raw value), compared to the previous 
forecast of 1.1] million tons, according to the U.S. agricultural counselor in 
London. Despite wet weather, low temperatures and the lack of sunshine during 
much of the growing and harvesting season, the sugar yield has shown 
surprisingly good results. 


WEEKLY EXCHANGE RATE DEVELOPMENTS 


There was little change in the value of major currencies during the 
week ending January 15 except for the U.S. dollar which increased sharply 
against major world currencies as the result of the much improved November 
trade figures. Prior to the trade announcement, the dollar had been supported 
by strong coordinated intervention by the central banks of Japan, Western 
Europe and the United States.
